St.  Joseph  Bids 
for  Management 
of  Cage  Tourney 

Central  High  School  Vice-Principal 

Would  Take  Annual  Basketball  Meet 

for  -  Class  A  Schools  Away  From 

Maryville. 

Class  A  schools  from  an  athletic 
standpoint  in  Northwest  ilissouri  have 
received  letters  inaugurating  a  movc- 
ineiit  to  hold  the  annual  spring  basket¬ 
ball  tournament  for  '  schools  of  more 
than  200  enrollment  in  St.  Joseph  rath¬ 
er  than  in  klavyville.  The  plan  as  out¬ 
lined  by  David  W.  Hopkins,  vice-  prin¬ 
cipal  of  Central  High  School  in  St. 
Joseph,  would  be  to  do  away  with  the 
Class  A  tourn.ament  in  Maryville  and 
to  h.ave  only  Class  B  teams  compote 
here. 

Doubtless  a  recent  ruling  of  the 
board  of  control  of  the  Missouri  High 
■School  Athletic  Associ.ation  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  action  on  the  part  of  the 
St.  Joseph  authorities.  The  board  re¬ 
cently  ruled  that  two  representatives 
from  each  of  eight  districts  in  the  state 
would  be  sent  to  Columbia  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  a  state  tournament. 

In  the  past  Kansas  City  and  St. 
Joseph  have  both  boon  allowed  to  send 
their  city  champion  to  the  state  tour¬ 
ney  without  this  city  title  holder  hav-i 
ing  to  go  through  the  competition  of  a 
■disriot  tournament.  The  now  ruling  of 
the  board  of  control  continues  to  allow 
the  Kansas  City  champion  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  state  meet,  but  makes  no 
provision  for  t^o  St.  ‘Jlosoph  team. 
This  means  that  St.  Joseph  schools  will 
have  to  participate  in.  the  Northwest 
Missouri  district  tournament  at  Mary¬ 
ville,  and  does  away  with  the  tourney 
usually  held  between  the  four  St.  Jos¬ 
eph  schools. 

Following  is  a  copy  of  the  letter  sent 
by  Mr.  Hopkins  to  the  athletic  direct¬ 
or  of  the  Maryville  High  School'. 

The  Letter 

Athletic  Director, 

Maryville  High  School, 

Maryville,  Missouri. 

Dear  Sir: 

No  doubt  you  have  seen  the  recent 
press  dispiitchos  on  the  manner  of  hold¬ 
ing  the  coming  State  Basketball  Tour¬ 
nament  for  1927.  The  ruling  of  the 
,  Board  quoted  therein  states  that  there 
will  be  two  teams  from  each  of  the 
eight  districts  outlined.  The  method 
of  choosing  those  two  teams  is,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  officials  themfolves.  Ordinarily, 
of  course,  it  would  be  the  winner  of 
the  Class  A  division  and  the  winner  of 
the  Class  B  Division. 

Tho  Class  A  schols  of  Northwest 
Misouri  have  always  been  seriously 
handicapped  in  attempting  to  attend 
tho  District  Tournament  at  Marypillo, 
Missouri,  because  of  ho  location,  rail¬ 
road  facilities,  and  tho  great  amount 
of  expense  entailed  therein.  Tho  fol¬ 
lowing  schools  have  very  rarely  com. 
potod  in  this  Class  A  Division  of  the 
Northwest  Missouri  Tournament:  Lib¬ 
ert}',  Carrollton,  Itichmond,  Trenton, 
Excelsior  Springs,  Benton,  Central,  La- 
fayetto  and  Hobidoux  High  Schools  of 
St.  Joseph.  As  there  are  only  six¬ 
teen  schools  quoted  in  Class  A  of  tho 
Northwest  Missouri  District  it  is/  evi¬ 
dent  that  tho  majority  of  these  schools 
have  not  been  competing  in  tho  Class 
A  Division  of  tho  Maryville  Tourna¬ 
ment  in  tho  past. 

Tho  now  state  High  School  Athletic 
Association  has  made  some  very  groat 
stops  toward  tho  betterment  of  Athlet¬ 
ics  in  general  in  tho  State  of  Missouir 
and  in  order  to  keep  tho  Class  A  schools 
of  Northwest  Missouri  on  a  competing 
basis  with  tho  othor  Class  A  schools 
of  tho  State  it  is  desirable  that  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  these  schools  ipbot  each  year 
in  a  district  tournament  and  send  tho 
best  team  to  tho  sate  Tournament  at 
Columbia. 

Would  it  not  bo  bettor  then  to  hold 
this  Class  A  Tournament,'  including 
ail  schools  of  Northwest  Missouri  which 
havo  ail  onrollmont  of  two  hundred 
or  more  in  tho  four  years  of  high  school 
work,  in  a  more  centrally  located  plaos, 
whick  can  provide  excellent  railroad 
conueetions  and  draw  much  larger 
crowds  front  which  expenses  can  bo 
pro-rated  t  We  believe  that  Bt.  Joseph 
provides  this  centrally  located  ptaec. 
The  town  is  filled  with  patrons  of  baak- 
atball  and  large  crowds  would  attend 
the  finals.  We  believe  without  doubt

'The  Student  Council  of  tho  College 
hns  issued  a  protest  against  the  pur¬ 
chase  by  tho  athletic  department  of 
baskeball  playing  equipment  in  whioli 
black  is  tho  predoininating  ijolor. 

Rocontly  the  Council  rejected  a  pe¬ 
tition  of  tho  atliletic  department  of 
tho  school  to  add  black  o  tho  College 
colors  of  green  and  white.  While  tho 
Council  was  in  session  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Intercollegiate  -.Athletics 
mot  and  expressed  its  pleasure  that 
Mr.  Lawrence,  the  director  of  atliletics 
bo  instructed  to  use  his  own  judgment 
in  tho  seleetion  of  playing  uniforms 
and  warm-up  equipment.

Any  group  of  students  desiring 
to  oi'ganizo  any  student  society  j 
or  club  must  present  in  written 
forfii  to  the  Student  Council  a 
statomoiit  sotting  forth  the  reas¬ 
ons  for  sueh  an  organization.  If 
approved  by  the  Student  Council, 
tho  regulation  shall  bo  presented  I 
to  tho  Student  Welfare  Commit-  ^ 
too  of  the  faculty  for  approval. 

Tho  petition  of  fifteen  men  student^ 
of  tho  Collogo  to  form  a  social  fratern¬ 
ity  on  tlio  Maryville  campus  has  been 
approved  by  the  Student  Council  and 
the  Student  Welfare  Committee  of  the 
faculty.  These  steps  taken,  plans  will 
now  bo  rapidly  carried  out  for  the-for- 
mation  of  a  chapter  of  Sigma  Tau 
Gamma,  national  soeial-professional  fra¬ 
ternity. 

Sigma  T.au  Gamma  will  likely  be  tho 
first  social  fraternity  to  be  recognized 
by  the  College.  No  other  petitions  havo 
been  presented  to  tho  Student  Council, 
and  it  is  understood  that  no  othor  fra¬ 
ternity  moves  are  under  foot. 

I  There  are  now  two  recognized  fra¬ 
ternities  on  tho  campus,  but  both  aro 
strictly  professional  in  scope.  Pi  Om¬ 
ega  Pi  is  an  honorary  commercial  fra¬ 
ternity  with  twelve  active  members  and 
five  pledges,  and  Kappa  Omicron  is  an 
honorary  homo  economics  sorority  with 
six  members. 

It  is  understood  that  tho  newly  pe¬ 
titioned  fraternity  is  an  outgrowth  of 
an  orgnnizaion  knoryn  ns  E  Kappa 
Sigma,  which  flourished  in  Maryville 
for  several  years.  This  organization 
was  outwardly  not  a  College  organi¬ 
zation,  but  siuco  no  persons  othor  than 
Collogo  men  were  members  it  was  in 
reality  a  sort  of  sub  rosa  collegiate 
organization. 

Rescinding  a  rule  of  many  years,  the 
Collogo  Board  of  Regents  approved  so¬ 
cial  fraternities  on  tho  Maryville  cam¬ 
pus  at  its  meeting  iu  Juno  1926.  Short¬ 
ly  after  this  date  tho  first  move  was 
made  toward  tho  formation  of  tlie  fra¬ 
ternity  which  has  now  boon  approved. 
Various  inombors  of  tho  organization 
investigated  several  smaller  fratoriii- 
tios,  and  finally  it  was  decided  that 
only  an  organization  of  national  scope 
would  be  coiisidorod.  Sigma  Tau  Gamma 
a  fraternity 'already  strong  in  two  oth¬ 
or  Missouri  toaohors  colleges,  was  fin¬ 
ally  selected  as  one  which  mot  all  tlio 
requirements.  It  was  found  that  the 
national  organization  of  the  fraternity 
favored  expansion',  and  then  iiiattbrs 
moved  rapidly  until  tho  action  of  tho 
Council  and  the  Welfare  Board  this 
week. 

Sigma  Tau  Gdmina  is  u  young  fra¬ 
ternity,  but  .  cue  which  is  expanding 
rapidly  iu  teachers  oollogoi. .  The 
mother  chapter.  Beta,  was  formed  at 
the  Central  Miasouri  Btnto  Teachers 
College  in  Warensburg  iu  1920,  Boon 
afterward,  the  aeeoud  obapter  was  in¬ 
stituted  at  Klrksville.  Tken  petitions 
from  several  other  schools  were  aebept' 
e4.

First  Chance  to  See  Team 

Maryville  basketball  fans  have  not 
seen  the  Bearcats  iu  action  this  year.

WHAT  HO,  MR.  HOPKINS 

The  advisability  of  holding  .the  Glass  A  district  basketball 
tournament  in  Maryville  has  been  questioned  by  David  W.  Hopkins, 
vice-principal  of  Central  High  School  in  St.  Joseph.  Mr.  Hopkins 
not'  only  questions  the  matter,  but  recommends  that  the  Class  A 
tourney  be  held  in  St.  Joseph  instead.  Just  the  Class  A  tourna¬ 
ment,  however.  He  wants  the  Class  B  teams  to  continue  to  come 
to  Maryville. 

Now  there  are  two  sides  to  the  question  perhaps,  but  the  side 
which  seems  logical  all  the  way  through  is  the  one  which  asks  the. 
question.  Why  take  the  tournament  away  from  Maryville  and  give 
it  to  St.  Jo.seph. 

In  the  first  place,  the, ^annual  tournament  is  not  a  Maryville 
tournament.  It  is  not  a  St.  Joseph  tournament.  It  is  the  Northwest 
Missouri  tournament,  given  for  all  of  the  high  schools  of  Northwest 
Missouri  and  sponsored  by  the  Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College. 

The  tournament  is  held  in  Maryville  because  Maryville  is  the 
home  of  the  Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers  College 
Were  the  College  located  on  the  prairie  midway  between  Chilli- 
cothe  and  Gallatin,  that  would  be  the  place  to  hold  the  tournament. 

It  is  not  a  case  of  a  clash  between  Maryville  and  St.  Joseph.  It  is 
simply  a  statement  of  the  fact  that  the  tournament  sponsored  by 
the  College  should  be  held  at  the  College. 

Recently  the  board  of  control  of  the  Missouri  High  School 
Athletic  Association  made  a  new  ruling  which  affected  the  basket- 
ball  situation  in  St.  Joseph.  In  past  years  there  has  been  an  elimina¬ 
tion  tournament  among  the  four  high  schools  of  S.  J  Joseph,  and  the 
winner  has  represented  that  city  in  the  state  tournament.  Lately, 
however,  the  board  of  control  of  the  state  association  ruled  that  the 
St.  Joseph  schools  will  have  to  weather  the  Northwest  Missouri 
tournament  before  they  are  eligible  to  take  part  in  the  state  meet. 

So  the  question  is  aroused  by  Mr.  Hopkins  letter  as  to  whether 
the  St.  Joseph  schools  are  dissatisfied  with  the  state  ruling  to  the 
extent  that  they  are  just  beginning  to  realize  what  a  favor  it  would 
be  to  other.  Class  A  schools  if  the  district  tournament  were  held  in 
St.  Joseph.  At  least,  something  has  aroused  them,  and  it  is  some¬ 
thing  which  did  not  occur  when  St.  Joseph  was  having  its  own 
private  little  elimination  tourney. 

Mr.  Hopkins  starts  his  letter  with  the  statement  that  the  Class 
A  .schools  of  Northwest  Missouri  have  all  been  always  handicapped 
.  in  attending  the  tournament  in  Maryville  because  of  the  location, 
railroad  facilities,  and  great  expense.  He  then  quotes  the  fact  that 
there  sixteen  schools  in  Class  A  and  enumerates  the  number  who 
have  difficulty  getting  to  Maryville. 

Now,  if  a  team  can  get  to  St.  Joseph  it  can  get  to  Maryville. 
For  Maryville  has  two  trains  daily  from  St.  Joseph.  And,  further¬ 
more,  there  are  some  schools  which  would  have  greater  difficulty 
getting  to  St.  Joseph  than  they  would  to  Maryille.  >  ' 

Great  expense  is  mentioned  in  connection  with  Maryville,  and 
later  Mr.  Hopkins  says  that  a  tournament  in  St.  Joseph  would  be 
such  a  drawing  card  that  it  would  help  greatly  toward  paying  ex¬ 
penses  of  teams.  He  mentions  the  fact  that  trophies  would  be  given 
by  St.  Joseph  business  men. 

Very  good.  But  it  is  known  that  the  College  bears  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  all  teams  who  are  here  for  tournaments.  St.  Joseph  could 
guarantee  nothing  according  to  the  plan  of  Mr.  Hopkins,  who  says 
th^t  the  finals  of  the  tournament  would  draw  heavily.  Undoubt¬ 
edly  they  would  be  a  drawing  card  if  a  St.  Joseph  team  were  a 
finalist. 

And  the  College  always  gives  trophies  to  the.  winning  teams. 

There  is  another  matter  which  Mr.  Hopkins  has  neglected  to 
discuss  in  his  letter  to  the  Class  A  .schools,  and  it. is  the  matter, of 
a  meeting  between  Class  A  and  Class  B  champions.  Each  year  the 
only  chance  for  the  schools  of  the  two  classes  to  meet  in  tournament 
play  is  in  the  grand  championship  which  is  held  on  the  last  night 
of  the  tournament  in.  Maryville.  It  is  then  that  the  champion  of 
Class  A  meets  the  champion  of  Class  B,  and  it  has  been^hown  in 
years  past  that  the  larger  schools  are  not  always  superior.  ' 

It  would  be  reluctantly  believed  that  many  Class  A  schools 
consider  themselves  above  Class  B  competition.  Tt  hardly  seems 
fair  that  some  philanthropic  school  or  person  suggest  a  means  by 
which  tournamen  play  would  be  easier  for  Class  A  aiid  harder  for 
Class  B.  Yet,  what  other  inference-'can  be  taken.  Mr.  Hopkins 
adds  as  a  postscript  to  his  letter,  and  adds  it  in  longhand  as 
,  though  it  was  an  aft^thought,  the  fact  that  Class  B  teams  could ,  : 
.  '.go  to  Maryville,  .  '  . 


So  St.  Joseph  is  so  ihuch  more  centrally  located!  It  also  oc¬ 
curs  that  four  St.  Joseph  teams  would  be  .staying  at  home,  sleeping 
in  their  own  beds,  and  playing  on  familiar  courts.  Another  Class 
A  convenience  which  Maryville  can  afford  to  but  one  team. 

And  then  to  cap  tlie  whole  climax,  comes  the  thought  that  if  this 
"centrally  located”  stuff  is  used  in  one  instance,  it  may  be- used  in 
another.  Do  you  think  that  maybe  Mr.  Hopkins  will  write  to  all  of 
the  district  tournament  winners  and  suggest  that  the  state  tournil-  ^ 
ment  be  held  in  Moberly  instead  of  in  Columbia,  because  Columbia 
is  such  a  dickens  of  a  place  to  reach  by  train? 

Wouldn’t  that  be  terrible?  / 

A  FRATERNITY  IS  APPROVED 

Sigma  Tau  Gamma,  national  social-professional  fraternity  for 
teachers  colleges,  is  to  have  a  chapter  on  the  Maryville  campus. 
With  the  announcement  of  this  new  organization  comes  the  hope 
that  it  will  be  the  forerunner  of  others. 

In  a  school  where  fraternities  are  sanctioned,  the  worst  evil 
which  can  come  from  them  is  the  fact  that  but  one  will  undoubtedly 
create  a  snobbishness  and  a  hard  feeling  between  its  members  and 
others  not  so  fortunate — or  so  unfortunate. 

r 

There  should  be  at  least  three  fraternities  on  the  Maryville 
campus.  The  school  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  that  number, 
and  one  fraternity  is  not  large  enough  to  take  care  of  all  of  the 
men  who  are  good  fraternity  material. 

Anything  which  would  tend  to  make  one  person  think  himself 
superior  in  any  way  to  his  mates  would  be  a  detriment.  That  is 
what  might  be  possible  if  but  one  fraternity  existed  on  the  Mary¬ 
ville  campus.  Not  that  any  members  of  the  proposed  organization 
is  intentionall  snobbisli  or  might  be  made  snobbish  by  the  organi¬ 
zation.  That  is  doubtful. 

But  the  fraternit}'^  will  carry  on,  and  ten  years  hence  such  a 
feeling  might  exist.  Therefore,  it  would  be  fjJr  better  for  some 
other  enterprising  group  to  get  busy  and  form  another  fraternity 
.  on  the  campus. 

The  founders  of  the  Maryville  chapter  of  Sigma  Tau  Gamma 
are  to  be  congratulated  as  are  pioneers  in  any  line  or  organization.’ 
I'heirs  is  a  new  task  and  one  in  which  they  will  have  opportunity 
to  show  their  mettle.  For  fraternities  are  a  new  thing  to  Mary¬ 
ville  students.  The  success  or  the  failure  of  the  whole  proposition 
lies  entirely  on  the  shoulders  of  the  fifteen  young  men  who  are 
chartering  the  fraternity. 

If  they  form  a  live  organization,  based  on  priciples  of  good  and 
carry  out  things  which  will  become  traditional  in  the  life  of  the 
school,  they  will  have  aided  the  institution  materially.  If  they 
make  themselves  good  fraternity  men,  Maryville  S.  T.  C.  will  be 
a  good  fraternity  school.  It  is  up  to  them. 

Meanwhile  success  to  them  and  to  their  venture.  May  Sigma 
Tau  Gamma  grow  to  be  a  live,  prosperous  organization,  made  up 
of  leaders  of  the  school.  May  it  always  have  the  good  of  the  school 
as  its  prime  ideal  and  the  success  of  S.  T.  C.,  as  its  highest  goal. 

Otherwise,  May  it  die  a  speedy  death  of  self-strangulation.

'Following  is  tho  resolution  adopted 
by  tho  .Student  Counoil,  ns  released  to 
day  by  Burdette  Yoo,  president  of  the 
Student  Government  Association: 

Besolutlon 

■Whereas,  it  is  tho  purpose  of  tho 
Student  Council,  among  other  things, 
“to  cultivate  loyalty  to  our  College,  to 
inculcate  and  foster  ideals  and  tradi¬ 
tions,  and  to  co-operate  with  tho  govern- 
ining  bodies'  of  tho  College  in  all  mat¬ 
ters  pertaining  to  tho  wellaro  of  tho 
Student  Body, '  within  tho  jurisdiction 
of  the  Association. 

Whereas,  thb  Student  Council,  acting 
entirely  ■within  its  jurisdiction,  consid¬ 
ered  the  petition  of  tho  athletic  de¬ 
partment  to  change  tho  College  colors 
and  to  substitute  tho  name  ', Wild¬ 
cats’’  for  the  traditional  nickname  of 
“Bearcats’’  for  athletic  teams.  After 
due  consideration  of  tho  matter  and 
careful  evaluation  of  the  opinion  of  tho 
Student  Body  and  of  tho  Alumni  As¬ 
sociation,  the  Student  Council  unani¬ 
mously  rejected  the  petition  and  furth¬ 
er  rccopimcndod  that  tho  original  colors 
of  green  and  white  bo  retained  in  all 
playing  equipment,  a  recommendation 
which  was  in  no  sense  dictatory. 


Whereas,  tho  athletic  department  of 
this  College  or  tho  Intorcolloginto  Ath-  ^ 
lotlo  Committee  or. both,'  In  direct  op¬ 
position  to  the  recommendation  of  tho 
Student,  Council,  has  purchased  basket¬ 
ball  equipment  using  colors  other  than 
tho  Atandnitd 'green  an'd  white. 

And,  ■\vhorcns,  this  rosojution  is  not 
an  attack  upon  an  individual,  nor  bas¬ 
ed  upon  any  “false  sonso  of  school 
memories’’,  but  is  a  rightful  protest 
against  tho  absolute  disregard  of  the 
recommendation  of  roprosontativos  of 
both  tho  Student  Body  and  tho  Alum¬ 
ni  Association. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  the 
Student  Council  of  tho  Northwest 
Missouri  State  Teachers’  College  pro¬ 
tests  against  tho  action  of  the  athletic 
department  or  tho  Inercollegiato  Ath¬ 
letic  Committee  or  both  in  purchasing 
playing  equipment  not  using  tho  ac¬ 
cepted  College  colors. 

And  further,  be  it  resolved  that  the 
Student  Council  ask  tho  porper  auth¬ 
orities  make  further  investigation  to¬ 
wards  finding  dyes  and  colors  which 
will  satisfy  both  tho  demands  of  utili¬ 
ty  and  sentiment.
